. Washington, March 18, 
Rear-Admiral Plunkett, Commander of the American Naval 
Battery. in the fighting on the Western Front, has reported upon 
the part bis guns played in the last daya of the war. The 14-inch 
50-calibre guns were originally designed for the’ ‘battleship | Sue, but 
were later placed on a land battery. 

" Commenting upon the work of these guns, Admiral Plunkett 
sdid that observations were made after the retreat of the Germans, 
and these showed shell craters. remarkably oniform in size and of 
great extent. He said that one shot completely wrecked the railway 
lines of these tracks for a distance of 100 feet, tearing up the rails 

. and shattering the lines, leaving.an enormous crater in the road bed. 
Traffic was completely stopped, mot only during the firing but from 
six to ten hours each day after firing had ceased. The batteries cost 
$2,689,970 and with 2,400 projectiles the total outlay was $3,337,870. 
The guns at an elevation of 45 degrees could be fired from railroad 

_ apounts a-distance of 24.2 miles.—American Wireless, .

old. Employees get to the office before ‘the heat of the morning 
sets in, and they have w longer.evening in the open.air. It has been 
said that the conditions in Hongkong are different from those which 
obtain in Shanghai, but we know of no such contrast so far ag this 
particular question goes. It is .common knowledge that aman can 
do far better work between 8 and 9 a.m. than he can between 4 and 
5 p.m. during the dog days of summer. And as it is the case that 
we work longer hours here than they do in Shanghai, surely there 
is all the greater need for a readjustment of the clock in the 
summer.

. Et is with a strange mixture of.

we regard the present situation 
jin Germany, but. the common- 
sense view point must be the 
one by which the Allies must 
tackle the matter. As we said in 
our editorial yesterday, Germany 
must be given assistance to 
save her from herself. As 
Mr.. Lansing,, the Ameri- 
can Secretary of State said 
the other day :—"“Sentiments 
of hatred and vengeance must 
not be allowed to stand in the 
way of checking the advance of 
terrorism in Germany. No time 
must be lost if the world is to be 
saved from despotism and an- 
archy.’’ It may be necessary to 
use force of‘ arms in order to 
bring Germany -to her senses, 
but, as we. have said before; the 
settling of the economic question 
might go a long. way 
towards a solution of the problem. 
at is why. General Plumer 
telegraphed the other day to the 
War Council urging the im- 
mediate :sending- of supplies to 
ithe ‘population of Germany 
suffering under his eyes in order 
to prevent the spread of disorder 
aud alsoon humanitarian grounds.

“We, the people of Korea,

of Korea before all Nations, 
assuming that this would be 
genasally recognised by then. 

“Wedeolare this with s united 
yoiee of twenty million people 
in the uname of — Justice 
and Humanity. « Wa are 
no mean people, having the long 
histary of a distinct and self 
governing nation through the 
course of forty-three .centurica, 
It is a moat solemn duty of us to 
secure the right of free and 
perpetual development of our 
own national character anit 
ability, adapting ourselves to 
the principles of the reconstruct 
ion of the world. 

“Tt is nearly ten years since we 
were for the Grst-time in our 
history put ander the yoke of 
another nation and matea victim 
of the cursed militaristic imper- 
ialism ef the world, Since then 
how much our spiritual develop- 
ment has been hampered; our 
national dignity injured; and 


jhow msoy opportunities have 


been lost to make a contribution 
to the civilisation of the world. , 
“Oh, felluw-citizens ! -The most 
urgent and the greatest duty for 
us is fo Secure our national inde 
pendence, in order to.wipe off 


jthe injuries, to get rid of the 
# present sufferings, to remove the 


fature threatenings, to stir up 
the national epirit aud vitality Ro 
long suppreased cuder the unjust 
regime of Japan, and to leave 
oar chiklrenan eternal freedom 
and perfect happiness insteail of 
a bitter and shameful inherit- 
ance. We shall fight to the laat 
drop vf our blood in the great 
cause of Liberty. 

“We do uot blame Japan for 
breaking treaties in which she so 
often solemnly promised to 
guarantee the independence - of 
Koreas.
